The  attractive  value  of  a  small  bed  of  Pansies  for  winter  use  shouldn’t  be 
overlooked  by  any  retail  grower.  Sow  early  for  this  purpose,  and  plant  in  a 
cool  house  and  well  enriched  soil  soon  as  summer  heat  is  over.  While  Ball 
Winter  Flowering  is  the  long-stemmed,  tall  strain,  the  colors  in  our  Ball  Giant 
Mixture  will  be  found  even  more  attractive  and  with  fairly  good  stems. 
Growers  who  specialize  in  wintered  over  plants  for  spring  sales  sow  around 
Aug.  15-20  in  our  latitude.

About  the 
details  of  sowing,  every  grower’s  method  differs  some.  But  it  is  fundamentally 
important  to  use  well  lightened  porous  soil  in  any  stage  of  their  growth.  A 
seed  bed  should  be  perfectly  level  and  thoroly  soaked  before  sowing.  We 
have  repeatedly  had  a  slightly  higher  germination  in  not  covering  seed  until 
well  swelled — ready  to  sprout;  then  covering  barely  enuf  to  hide  it.  But  it 
is  important  to  keep  uncovered  seed  uniformly  moist.  The  germs  of  damping 
off  seem  to  be  in  the  air  as  well  as  soil.  This  loss  can  only  be  overcome  by 
hardening  the  seedlings  to  resist  it  thru  as  much  exposure  to  air  as  possible 
and  keeping  the  soil  dry  as  possible. 


While  some  good  Pansy  seed  is  produced  in  America, 
European  specialists  have  exceptional  advantages  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  this  seed.  While  every  possible  effort  will  be  made  to 
get  this  thru,  some  delay  in  deliveries  must  be  expected.

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WINTER  SNAPS 

We  find,  both  in  the  selling  of  seed  and  in  our  cut 
flower  marketing  experience,  that  the  business  in 
Snaps  is  increasing.  Our  cost  accounting  of  all  crops 
we  grow  also  generally  points  to  better  average  re¬ 
turns  on  this  crop  than  on  most  others.  We  believe 
the  annual  improvement  in  varieties  contributes  to 
this  situation.  We  might  occasionally  get  a  new  one 
that  doesn’t  click  as  well  for  us  as  with  the  originator, 
but  generally,  every  one  marks  up  a  distinct  advance. 

Greenhouse  growing  and  selling  this  seed  is  one  of 
our  leading  specialties.  Along  with  this  goes  the  care¬ 
ful  testing  of  varieties  which  we  did  in  a  most  com¬ 
plete  way  the  past  winter,  devoting  several  large  houses 
to  a  trial  of  all  winter  varieties  available.  This  showed 
a  wide  variation  in  earliness.  We  also  found  consider¬ 
able  variation  in  this  respect  between  mid-winter  and 
spring  flowering  crops.  Schumann’s  Lavender  sown 
early  July  didn’t  flower  in  our  trials  until  late  Feb. 
while  Windmiller’s  Lilac  was  a  month  earlier.  In  a 
late  planting  that  flowered  in  May,  this  was  reversed. 
Interesting  too  was  the  half  dozen  varieties  that 
flowered  a  month  to  6  weeks  earlier  than  the  main  lot. 

This  comparison,  we  feel,  is  dependable  and  im¬ 
portant  for  the  value  of  a  month  earlier  in  flowering 
is  easily  figured.  The  early  ones  were  White  Wonder, 

Rose  Pink  Cheviot,  Xmas  Cheer,  Mary  Ellen  (New), 
Radiance,  and  Early  Sunlite.  The  very  latest  among 
the  early  sown  trials  were :  Klondike,  New  Cincinnati, 

Snow  White,  Bertha  Baur,  Coates  Yellow,  Ideal, 

Lucky  Strike,  Orchid,  Peggy  Schumann,  Schumann’s 
Lavender,  Terry’s  Surprise,  and  Westover’s  Fringed 
White.  We  can  at  least  safely  say  that  there  is  fully 
6  weeks  difference  in  flowering  between  these  two 
classes. 

12  BEST  MID-WINTER  VARIETIES 

Because  of  varying  growing  conditions,  seasons,  and  market  de¬ 
mands,  determining  the  best  varieties  is  necessarily  somewhat  un¬ 
certain.  However,  in  doing  so,  we  have  not  only  considered  our 
own  experience  and  trials  but  the  demand  from  all  sections  as  well. 
We  clearly  find  the  following  belong  under  this  heading. 

Mary  Ellen.  (Illustrated  in  full  color  on  front  cover).  (New). 
While  we  hesitate  putting  a  new  variety  under  this  heading,  our 
trial  of  it  the  past  winter  convinces  us  that  it  belongs  here.  We 
have  failed  to  find  any  weak  points  in  this  variety.  Early  July 
sowing  flowered  freely  for  Xmas  on  long  heavy  stems.  No 
grassy  growth.  Color  light  rose  pink  about  that  of  Daybreak. 
Flowers  quite  large,  ideally  spaced  on  the  stem,  and  with  no 
tendency  to  shatter.  Our  trial  was  on  a  raised  and  a  ground  bed 
and  this  exactly  describes  it  both  ways.  Tr.  pkt.,  $2.00;  3  pkts., 
$5.00. 

White  Wonder.  Not  an  extra  strong,  long  stemmed  grower,  but 
plenty  long  under  favorable  growing  conditions.  Flowers  freely 
produced,  pure  paper  white,  and  fairly  well  placed  on  the  stem. 
Flowers  nicely  for  Christmas  from  a  June  sowing.  Tr.  pkt.,

Ethel.  While  Klondike  Supreme  wins  out  with  us  for  spring 
flowering,  Ethel  is  easily  the  best  for  mid-winter  because  of  its 
earliness  and  better  winter  color.

Nothing  that  we  have  taken  up  and  improved  has  given  us  more  satis¬ 
faction  than  has  this  class  of  Stocks — and  we  find  the  demand  for  them 
increasing.  In  fact,  our  market  will  not  use  the  smaller  flowered,  shorter 
stemmed  branching  kind  when  the  non-branching  are  available.  Yet, 
no  retail  grower  should  overlook  the  more  freely  produced  branching 
class  for  to  most  anyone’s  business,  one  is  as  valuable  as  the  other.  All 
Stocks  are  susceptible  to  a  kind  of  stem  rot  that  can  only  be  prevented 
by  using  sterilized  soil  in  all  stages  of  their  growth.  We  usually  get 
in  a  nice  crop  for  Xmas  by  sowing  early  July  in  our  latitude,  1  to  3 
weeks  later  further  south  and  growing  on  a  raised  bed  with  48-50° 
night  temperature.  Also  note  this:  we  find  the  proportion  of  doubles 
increased  by  removing  the  weakest  plants  when  they  are  up  around  6 
in.  Also,  at  this  height,  the  singles  tend  to  have  narrower  leaves  with 
smooth  edges,  the  doubles  being  some  notched  or  serrated.  In  planting, 
we  space  2]/2  in.  in  row  which  will  leave  them  spaced  about  right  after 
6  to  8  seedlings  have  been  removed  from  a  48  in.  row.  Our  BALL 
RED  BOOK  and  our  monthly  GROWER  TALKS  will  give  you  further 
cultural  information  on  this  important  cut  flower  crop.

Either  in  or  outdoors,  annual  Larkspur  is  easily,  and  we  should  add 
extensively,  grown.  It  fills  any  demand  for  long  stemmed,  choice  colored 
flowers.  A  cool  temperature  crop;  and  easily  grown,  too.  But,  they  are 
somewhat  susceptible  to  a  rot  that  eats  right  thru  the  main  stem.  Some¬ 
times  it’s  bad,  but  usually  it  does  little  damage.  We  have  had  it  develop 
some  in  soilless  or  gravel  culture,  which  would  indicate  that  whether  or 
not  the  rot  is  in  the  soil,  it  will  develop  if  conditions  favor  it.  Too  much 
moisture,  especially  atmospheric,  and  lack  of  free  ventilation,  we  believe, 
are  primarily  responsible  for  its  spread.  We  never  get  much  of  it  on 
raised  beds  that  are,  of  course,  much  better  ventilated  than  ground  beds. 
Also,  growth  becomes  more  resistant  to  it  if  the  soil  is  allowed  to  dry 
out  fairly  well  between  watering.  We  believe  this  important.  Larkspur 
seed  will  germinate  poorly  or  not  at  all  in  a  high  temperature.  A  few 
years  back,  we  made  an  outdoor  late  June  sowing  with  no  results  at  all. 
With  the  coming  of  cooler  weather  and  rains  in  Sept.,  it  came  thru  ap¬ 
parently  100%.  This  shows  the  effect  of  high  and  low  temperature  on 
the  germination  of  Larkspur  seed.  In  the  latitude  of  Philadelphia,  St. 
Louis,  or  south  of  these  points,  an  outdoor  Larkspur  crop  is  sown  to  ad¬ 
vantage  in  the  fall.  This  should  be  done  in  time  to  produce  well 
established  little  plants  before  winter  sets  in.  Such  plants  are  usually 
produced  in  4-6  weeks.  A  light  covering  of  such  coarse  material  as  corn 
stalks,  will  prevent  possible  thawing  and  freezing  out;  a  heavy  covering 
usually  rots  them.  Generally  no  covering  is  needed  at  all.  The  base 
branching  class  pictured,  is  generally  preferred  and  our  choice  of  varieties 
is  starred  (*) . 


NOTE.  New  crop  Larkspur  seed  is  ready  late  August.  If  earlier  de¬ 
livery  is  wanted,  last  season’s  crop  that  will  be  hardly  a  year  old  and 
has  been  stored  cool,  will  be  shipped.  Let  us  know  if  fresh  seed  can 
be  waited  for.
